‘The ensoupble wns  most
agreeable and effective; to individunlize wounld
be invidious. The overture (Lae des Foees),
as executed by this amateur orehestra, with its or-
chestenl arrangements, would have done honor to
any one of our superior professional associations
of Instromoentalists of the present era of novel-
ties.  Violing form the bagis of orchestrnl com-
positions, while the unigue wind instruments of
advancing mechanien) improvements were un-
exceptionably developed in tone and artistic
finish,  accomponying the chorus nnd solos with
effeetive precision of harmonics.  Rosini's
Stabat Mater, with the Twelfth Muss, were most
admirably sung with truth and feeling—gems of
religious musie that assist the worship of the
Almighty, to aulmate the hearer with holy hn-
pressions, and thus to raise his thoughts above
all earthly considerations. The several soprand,
the (gnore, the bassi, evinced voeal abilities ol
cultivated perfection—of qualities rich and full,
with judicious expression of Intonation. The
gentleman  who  snstained the  tenor  In
Stabat Mater  (and sung  the “Ex-Maria"
in Twelfth Moss), has an  excellent volee,
with o legitimate method: the  basso
exhibited a fine volce, with good tuition,
well-balanced divisions of registers in his solo,
“Pro Peceates;” but both seemed under neryous
excitement that militoted against thelr powers.
The lndy soprano, in “Fra Poco" (Lucia), ac-
quitted {wrm:!f with good taste in modulation
and chaste ornaments. Indeed, all the sololsts
d.#erve o sprig of laurel to commemorate their
malden public efforts, The “Hallelujnh™ of
Handel was extremely well exceuted. To be
brief, to Mr. Yost, as their macsiro, must be
accorded the meed of pralse for g brilliant con-
summation, whose smlable manners and modest
merits are only commensurate with his profes-
sional genius, which never intrudes its jus.

SPRAGUE VS, ABBOTT.

Vomtowd Wenth Sabsides and Pence Kosues.

Yesterdny morning  Senntors  Sumuer and
Sherman ealled upon Renator Spraguce, in order
Lo sugeest o bigi= of settlement of the ditBealty
existing between himself and Senntor Abbott.
The conversation resnlted in Senntor Paole join-
ing the Senators above named, and producing o
letter from Senator Abbott (o Senntor Sprague,
of which the following is a copy:

Wasmnerox, D, C,, April 26, -To Hon. Wil-
liam Spragne—=Sir—On the 241 inat., In the
United States Senate, vou uttered the followlng
languge:

“Mr. President:—In answer to the tirade of the
Senator from Nevada, and the Senator from
North Coroling, 1 am reminded of a little illus-
tiation.  In my travels from the contre here into
the rural districts, throngh the woods and furms
of the surronnding neighborhood, chanee at one
time bronght me to o fnrm-house, I found, on
looking up, a lnrge mastifl and & mongrel puppy-
dogz. 'The little dog moved on me with rapidity
from behind, bit at my heels, aud, trightened ad
hig temerity, ran howling nway, followed by his
burger companion.  The Sennte will observe that
the mongrel, whining puppy. encouraged by th
mnstift, and emboldencd o attek from the shn-
dow ol his bucker, ran rapidly sway, alarmed ot
his teme I'].!_\', while the overerown enr followed
salter, both ears lopped, and tall between
, 10 0 place of satety beside his menaced
companion.”

1w not aware
that I gave any oceasion in my remarks for you
to want to be offensive or insulting in reply. 1
therefore deem it proper 1o ask that you state
distinetly whether you intended to apply any of
the above offensive lnnguage 1o mysell, I am,
sir. very respectiully, Josern C. AnpoTr.

Sprague, which reply was to be satisfactory
both to Benators Sumner aud Sherman. The
following reply was suggested by Senator Bum-
uer, and accepted by Senator Abboti:—

C. Abbott, United Stutes Senator;—Sir—I have
no hiegitation in at onee replying to your note of
this marning, just received, thiat the paragraph
of my specch referred to was written and in
manugeript some time before it was delivered in
the Seuate, and before you participated in the
debate, and thercfore was not intended to apply
to you.
